THE BUSY BEES SURPRISED, 


DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.1 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Nov. 14.—By 


the explosion of thirty pounds of dyna- 
mite in the office building of E. D. Smith 
& Co., contractors in charge of the exten- 
sion of the wheel pit and tunnel of Ni- 
agara Falls power company, two men 
were instantly killed, one was fatally in- 
jured and three were cut and bruised by 
flying rocks and timber. 


From what was learned of the accident 


it is difficult to tell how It happened. It 
is believed the men had just thawed dyna- 
mite in the powder house some distance 
away and had brought it to the office 
preparatory to the blast.

LESS FOREIGNERS, 


The Commissioner General's 


Report Sf.ys Immigration 


is Decreasing. 


sRrecial Dispatch to tbe Transcript.) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—The an- 


nual report of the commissioner general 
of immigrations' issued today shows that 
during the fiscal year the immigrants off" 
gregnted 313,267; 340,46$ were landed and 
2,799 were debarred and deported at the 
expense of the steamship lines. 


Of the latter class 776 were found to be 


under contract made prior to arrival. 
In addition to the number debarred the 'e 
were 238, who became public charges 
within a year and hence were returned to 
the countries whence they came. 


The physical characteristics and years 


of the immigrants were those of a hardy 
sound laboring class accustomed appar- 
ently and well able to secure employment 
with the exception of a few. 


Character and Wealth. 


The commissioner general states he 


knows no case of an immigrant landed 
during the past year, who is now a 
burden upon any institution. 


Regarding the occupations it was com- 


posed largely of classes of skilled and 
unskilled laborers. The amount ot" money 
brought to this country by immigrants is 
approximately $4,917,318, probably much 
in excess of this. 


Immigration Decreasing. 


The commissioner general continues 


interestingly, "Statistics at hand do not 
justify the conclusion that our alien pop- 
ulation la growing in undue proportions 
A comparison of the figures of the last 
fiscal year, 343,267, with the average an- 
nual immigration of the preceeding ton 
years, 435,085, discloses a decrease of 21 
per cent." 


Material Increave Doubted. 


"Such data as I am able to obtafn re- 


garding the number of those who annu- 
ally return to their own country, though 
approximate, leads me to doubt serionsl y 
any material increase in our foreign born 
population since 1893." 


The report shows that of the tota.1 


number of immigrants over fourteen 
years of age arriving durins the year, 
5,066 were unable to write, 78,130 could 
neither read nor write, which is 28 per 
cent of the whole number. 


Of those who could neither read nor 


write 31,374 came from Italy, 12,816 from 
Kussia proper, 12,154 from Hungary, 6,107 
from Bohemia and Moravia, 5,281 trom 
other parts of Austo Hungary, 2,473 from 
Holland, 1,566 from Arabia and Syria and 
1,589 from Portugal. Of the whole num- 
ber of arrivals 212,163 were males and 
160,601 females.

other Location for the 


New Beaver School. 


CHEAPER AND MORE DESIRABLE, 


Glen Mill Site is Rejected. 
Probable 


Location of the School on East 


Main Street. Answers 


Every Purpose. 


The regular meeting of the school 


board was held Friday evening and the 
result of the deliberations of the mem- 
bers will probably be learned with sur- 
prise by the citizens. A very important 
matter which is being considered bv the 
board just at present is the selection of 
the most desirable location for the pro- 
posed Beaver street school. The board 
and several citizens have visited the 
Beaver on numerous occasions, looking 
for a site, and it was practically settled in 
the minds of the members of the board 
that the old Glen mill site offered by far 
the most advantages and would be an ac- 
ceptable location for the new school. 


At the meeting last evening a decided 


change was noticed in the atmosphere, 
and the school board has dropped the 
Glen mill site and fixed its attention upon 
a piece of ground on East Union street. 
The site now most favored is an elevated 
piece of ground located on the south sidn 
of East Union street, a short distance from 
where Gallup street meets East Union 
street. But little grading would be neces- 
sary and the price for the laud is less than 
that of the Glen mill property. 
Tho 


board has decided that the recent selec- 
tion is in every way most desirable, and 
one that answers the purpose to a very 
satisfactory degree. The land is owned 
by Gallup & Houghton. The new school 
will not be built until spring. 


The fittings for the new Braytonville 


and Johnson schools have been decided 
upon and lists of the furniture required 
will be sent to manufacturers for bids. 
For both schools 624 pupil's desks, 1000 
portable seats for the halls, and tables and 
teachers' desks will be required.

Chailcs B. Wpahr, one ot the editors of the 
Outlook, to come on from New York and 
give the argument of the bm.etallists and 
tuat of the most radical school of bimet- 
allists, those«who deieud tUe free coin- 
age of silver and advocate it as bound 
moral and financial doctrine. If large at- 
tendance at and general interest in all of j 
these lectures and eflorts ate evidence of 
public appreciation of the work the insti- 
tute is taithfully trying to do there is cer- 
tainly gratifying testimony that Lae df- 
sire of the institute is being looked upon 
most favorably. 


Aside from these special features there 


is the other feature of what might be 
called |>ea"ral class work. This, too, was 
begun last season. Classes in literature, 
hUiory, bociology and one in a particular 
branch of history under Rev. \V. L. Ten- 
uev were lormed and did good work con* 
Mdering the short time they were in ex- 
istence until compelled to dissolve be- 
cause of the lateness of the season. It is 
now hoped to mike this class depart- 
ment even more valuable than the work 
of last winter indicated. The work ot ] 
ioVmiug classes bas already been begun 
and an expression from those who desire 
to take advantage of the institute is very 
much desired with reference to the par- 
ticular studies they would like to pursue. 
A partial expression was obtained iast 
Monday evening and the studies preferred 
were chemistry, history, literature, Ger- 
man, French and economics. Competent 
teachers of these branches can easily be 
secured by theipstitute and the available 
teaching talent, the university extension 
committee believes, is not by any iBeans 
limited to these. If there are those who 
desire other studies the committee would 
like to bear from them and it would also 
like to hear from those who would like to 
study the branches named and have not 
yet made known their lining. Next Mon- 
day night the institute will meet as usual, 
the hour being 8 o'clock, and Kev. W. L. 
Tenney will give a lecture on a phase of 
the slavery question that has been over- 
looked by historians and to wbich he has 
given considerable attention, having ac- 
cumulated over 1000 pages of notf B culled 
from many sources.

ants at the classes who have not expressed 
their preference regarding studies can do 
so at this meeting or they can send their 
namts and their choice to Rev. W. L. 
Tenney or any of the following members 
of the university extension committee: H.

Already the committee has begun ar- 


ranging for special discourses to be given 
the members of tho institute and the 
public, which is heartily invited to attend 
them all. Dr. John Bascom has consented 
to give a course of lectures on aociolgy | 
and economics during the winter vacation 
of Williams college. 
Prof. John Com- 


mons of the university of Syracuse has 
said he would be pleased to give one or 
two lectures and other eminent scholars 
are being consulted on the matter. These 
lectures will be popular lectures in the 
best sense, that is they will be free from 
technical language so that they may be 
easily understood, but no attempt will be 
made to make them interesting at a sacri- 
fice of science. One important point under 
consideration by the university extension 
committee HI the advisability of having 
classes meet at different times during the 
week so that the opportunity will be

ercise and healthful pleasures possible, 
for both women and men, is bowling, 
•when enjoyed by congenial Iriends. 
One 


bowling alley in a good but Inexpensive 
location could be used by half-a-dozen or 
more clubs, each having an evening upon 
which it would have the exclusive use of 
the alley. 
In some cases, afternoons 


would be preferred so that probably it 
would le patronized almost constantly 
afternoons and evenings by clubs. 


If rightly managed it would prove an 


enterprise that would pay a good man 
to look alter it a reasonable amount for his 
services, besides the other expenses, all of 
whicli would be light. The best plan 
probably would be for a club to be formed 
which should control the enterprise, cer- 
tain hours being fixed for the different 
members in which the alley would be at 
their disposal. If membership of the club 
should not be large enough to require the 
entire use of the alley it could be rented 
to bowling parties outside of the club.

suicide Friday afternoon by taking' paris 
green. He went into the Mansion house 
barroom r.t about 4,30 o'clock and ordered 
a glass of baer. When it was set out for 
him ho took tho glass and stepped into an 
ante-room remarking to one of the bar- 
tenders as he did so, "You'll hear some- 
thing from this." The bar tender fol- 
lowed to see what was going on, and just 
as he opened the door Cardany came out. 
The beer glass was stained with green. 
"What have you been doing?" asked the 
bar tender. "Taking Paris green" was 
the reply, aud Cardany walked out. 


The manner of the man was such that 


the bar tenders hardly knew whether he 
was fooling or in earnest, but they reported 
the occurrence at the police station and 
Captain Dineen, desiring not to alarm the 
man's family unnecessarily, went to the 
home of Cardany's brother, on Center 
street, to report the matter and learn 
what he could of the situation. It was 
found that Cardany had gone to his home 
and was violently ill. Ho told his wife 
what he had done. 


Drs. C.J. Curran and M. M. Brown were 


speedily called and Ur. Mignault came 
later. Recourse was had to emetics and 
the stomach pump, and the 
doctors 


worked vigorously for hours before the 
man was out of danger. For some time 
it was doubtful whether his life could be 
saved, but the treatment hod the desired 
effect and Cardany, although still suffer 
ing from the effects of his rash act, is now 
on the road to recovery, 


Mr. Cardany is a stationary engineer 


and a steady and reliable man. He has 
been employed for several years as engin- 
eer at tbe Fitchburg railroad's electric 
light station at the West portal of the 
Hoosac tunnel.

His brother assured him that he would 
have no trouble in getting a job, though 
he might have to wait a little while for it, 
but this did not relieve the despondency 
into which he hod fallen, and to which 
bio attempt at suicide was the sequel.

him, and this sad incident is the cause of I 
very general regret. He ia not an intem- 
perate man and his attempt at self-de- 
struction was clearly due to mental de- 
pression.

He Was the Teacher o! the Old Time 


Music Conventions. 


EDITOB TRANBCRITT:—The musical peo- 


ple of some thirty-five years ago remember 
the genial, kindly, old-time friend and 
teacher of our musical conventions, held 
here, at Bennington,Vt.,and Hoosick Falls, 
N. Y., Eben H. Frost of Boston. And they 
might be interested to know that he was 
the first patient who ever breathed ether 
for an operation. Dr. Samuel A. Green of 
Qroton, in his "Historical Series" says: 
"The subject of the first experiment under 
ether was Ebenezer Hopkins Frost, a 
np >ve of Qroton, now dead, who ia well 
remembered by many citizens of Boston. 
He was tho son of Solomon and Dorcaa 
(Hopkins) Frost, and waa born December 
7,1821. He became noted as a singer and 
teacher of vocal music, acd was a member 
of the Handel an'd'Haydn society of Bos- 
ton. Dr. Morton first tried the experiment 
of inhaling ether upon himself and was 
delighted with his success. He waited pa- 
tiently for someone upon whom he could 
make a fuller trial. Toward evening a 
man residing in Boston came in, Buffering 
from toothache, and wished to have the 
tooth extracted. He was afraid of the 
oneration and asked if he could not be 
HI -merizsd. I told him I had something 


, butter, and saturating my handkerchief, 
gave it to him to inhale. It was dark, 
and Dr. Hayden held the lamp while I 
extracted the tooth. There was no relaxa- 
tion of the muscles, no alteration in the 
pulse. He recovered in a minute aud 
knew nothing of what had been done to 
him. He remained for some time talking 
about the experiment. This wau on the 
30th of September. 1846. I considered it 
to be the first demonstration of this new 
fact in science; I have heard of no one 
who can prove an earlier demonstration. 
If any one can do so I yield to him tho 
point of priority of time. Immediately 
after the operation Frost gave a certifi- 
cate corroborating the statements, and 
signed himself as Ii ring at No. 42 Prince 
street, 
Boston. Nearly 
twenty years 


afterward he died at Fitchburg on Sep- 
tember 7,1865." 


At the semi-centennial celebration of 


the discovery of anaesthesia, held in Bos- 
ton October 16,1896, the anniversary of 
the first operation by Dr. Warren, these 
facts came out. l)r. J. P. Reynolds in his 
address at this meeting said: "One 
remembers tender hearts that doubted 
their right to evade under ether, heaven- 
sent pain. How marvelously the words 
graven 
beneath our cherished 'Ether 


memorial' send down in reply their 
adoring praise. This alsocometh forth 
from the Lord of Hosts, who is wonderful 
in counsel and excellent in working.'' 


The writer of this short sketch inhaled 


this subtle vapor in 1S48, about as early a 
date as it became used ia this county. 
This was claimed by the physician who 
administered the antesthetic. COM.

Nearly the Amount of 


Appropriation*. 


Nearly eight months of the town's fiscal 


year have pawed and during that time 
there have been some great improvements 
made in and about town. 
The street 


lighting system has been improved, there 
have been new sidewalks laid in places 
where they were needed, considerable 
•ewer constructing has been done, t tie re 
is a new school house and a new police 
station, and above all there is as good a 
bridge system under way, as Adams will 
need for many decades to come. The total 
amount of appropriations is something 
orer $100.000. Exactly |92,4SO of this 
amount is appropriated from the town's 
treasury, replenished 
by taxes, liquor 


licenses and other sources of revenue. 
The rest of the amount was borrowed. 


The selectmen have expended $70,161.55 


up to date. In every ease is the amount 
of expenditure less than the appropria- 
tion, except in school house repairs but 
this is only slight and is made up by the 
amount orer in other cases. In many in- 
stances no further outlay will be required 
this year.

ANOTrtER VERSION OF THE INCIDENT 


MADE FAMOUS BY WHITTIER. 


It I^KS a Younger Woman IVho Waved 


the Flag at the Confederates—How Bar- 
bara Caxue to Get the Credit—The Char- 
acter ami Home of Barbara Freitvhio. 


It seems n pity to upset so pretty a 


picture aa the oue drawn by Wliittier 
of the aged Barbara Freitchie waving 
the stars and stripes over t"he heads of 
the rebel hosts as they marched f hrough 
Frederick, but truth compels the state- 
ment that Barbara only displayed the 
flag after the arrival oi the Federal 
troops, while a younger vfomau dared 
the rebels, without, however, beiug 
fired npon. 


Barbara's maiden name was Haner, 


and she was born on Dee. 8, 1760, 
in Lancaster, Pa. Her family moved to 
Frederick, Md., when she was a child, 
and in 1806 she married John Casper 
Freitchie. One of her relatives now liv- 
ing in Frederick is authority for the 
following statement: 


"Birbara was intensely patriotic, 


and in September, 1862, 
when the 


Union soldiers drove the rebels out of 
Frederick, Burbara manifested her de- 
Jigiit by standing at her window \vith a 
silk flag in her hiiud. Owing to her ad- 
vanced age (nearly 9C) she attracted a 
great deal of attention, both officers and 
privates breaking ran£s to shako her ny 
thf hand. For three hours she continued 
by the window, until, becoming exhaust- 
ed, she was persuaded to come in and 
rest. Earlier in tho day a younger wo- 
man had waved a small Union flag 
from a house in the same street while 
the rebels were passing. She was not 
fired upon, howevei. 


"In t , -excitement following on the 


retreat >/ the rebels tho two incidents 
became blended together, and a resident 
of the towu, writing to Mrs. E. D. E. N. 
Sonthworth, treated them as one. Mrs. 
Southworth, feebug that she could not 
do justice to the theme, wrote an ac- 
count of it to tho poet Wliittior, who, 
stretching poet's license to tho limit, 
penned tho well known verses entitled 
'Barbara Freitchie.' 


''Barbara's home was situated on

"Tho clustered spires of Frederick etaiid 
Green tvullutl by the hills of Maryland. 
"Singularly enough, the churches 


are all grouped together within a 
stone's throw of each other. Barbara 
waBainemberof the German Reformed, 
with Dr. Zaoharia*, as pastor. A few 
years after the war he was interviewed 
by some admirers of Whittier's exqui- 
site lines. 'Ah, yes,' answered tho doctor 
tenderly, 'I was Barbara Frcitchie's 
pastor for nearly 80 years. I handed her 
the cup and the bread. At our com- 
munion service she always partook, as 
had been her lifelong habit, standing, 
mid afterward was sure to shake hands 
rordially with her pastor.'"—Bostoii 
Herald.

The fifth 
mem ber will be president of the tri- 
bunal, and

the United States or the similar 
<ourt of Great Britain. Under the third 
head the tribunal is directed to exam- 
ine all the facts necessary to decide 
the controversy regarding the ter- 
ritory

United Netherlands and the kingdom j 
of Spain when Great Britain acquired j 
Guiana. Under th« fourth head it is j 
provided that the arbitrators shall as- ' 
certain all the facts necessary to ar- 
rive i't a proper decision. They must 
be governed in their findings by three 
short rules, the most important of 
which provides a prescription of fifty 
years. Tlie arbitrators may give ef- 
fect to the rights of settlers, in estab- j 
lishirg the facts the ordinary rules 01 , 
law shall prevail. The agreement is ! 
dated Nov. 1?, 1S9S, and is signed by ' 
Secretary of State Olney and Sir Julian j 
Pavmeefote, the British ambassador to ] 
the Tnited States.

IRISHMEN BMEED 


Discuss the Story from London 


of the New English Spy. 


DESY EXISTENCE OF A SECRET PART? 


[he Alleged Successor of La Caron Knows 


In New York as X. M. Jones— 


Wa* Trusted, But Not • 


General Favorite. 


New York, Nov. 14.—The story ol 


She new Irish spy, as told in a London 
dispatch, created % sensation in Hiber- 
nian circles hereabouts. At the head- 
quarters of many of the societies formed 
for the purpose of seeking Ireland's 
freedom, sons of the emerald- isle 
gathered last evening to discuss the 
new informer, which tteey did in no 
calm language. ITe was roundly de- 
nounced; some of the more exciteable 
even boldly intimating that the careei 
of the latest English tool would be a 
short one. From the cabled descrip 
tion of the spy he was easily recognized 
here by his former associates. He was 
known as T. M. Jones. That may or 
may not be his real name, but Irish' 
men here declare that they never had 
any reason to suspect that the fellow 
was masquerading. 
A man who was 


acquainted with him in this city said 
that Jones had a marked individuality 
and a personal appearance not alto- 
gether] pleasant. 
He had no popu- 


larity with his associates, but pushed 
himself forward in the organizations 
to which he had become attached. In 
this way it was that he became promi- 
nent in what is known as the Clan-na- 
Gael circles. His first appearance in 
this country was noted five years ago, 
when he joined a Gaelic society in 
New York, an organization whose 
object 
was 
the 
study 
of 
the 


Iribh language. Tracking the quali- 
ty 
of genial companionship 
and 


the faculty to make friends easily, 
it was a year or more before Jones 
made his presence in the society mani 
fest. 
His membership here, however, 


had but one purpose, and that was to 
promote acquaintanceship with certain 
Irishmen so that eventually ho could 
gain admittance into the secret or so- 
called 
"revolutionary" 
body.. 
His 


plan worked well, though it possibly 
required a longer period to accomplish 
the end than he contemplated. He 
finally did ingratiate himself into tha 
confidence of his fellow members and 
succeeded in getting into the "inner 
circle." He was passed as being all 
right. Indeed, there seemed no more 
enthusiastic man enlisted in his "camp" 
for the friends of Ireland than Jones. 
Time was the one thing he appeared 
to have plenty of. He proffered his 
services in every possible manner and 
never missed a 
meeting. It was 


not 
Tery 
long 
before 
he knew 


tlie ins and outs of the organization. 
What information the man has can 
only be conjectured. Irishmen here 
say he knows nothing of consequence. 
Hut they believe facts will not stand 
in his way and tbat he will resort to 
any story the English detectives may 
see lit to concoct. It is denied in IrisJi 
quarters that such organisations as 
Jones described in his testimony exiht 
here. The English have maintained 
spies in America for at least a quarter 
of a century. One man, "Le Caron," 
acted as one of the queen's spies here 
for twenty years without detection. 
His methods were similar to Jones'. 


DowHffer Ductless of Sutherland.

Duchess of Sutherland, who was mar- 
ried Thursday at St. George's church 
to Sir Albert Kaye Rollitt, a member of 
parliament and a well known London 
solicitor, has not been a favorite In 
English society since she was confined 
in Holloway jail in 1S93 for six weeks 
for destroying a document relating to 
the will of the Duke of Sutherland. 
By that will she received 52,500,000 
and an annuity of $35,000.

Nevertheless, on a two- 
hour's burst ofjspeed the ship averaged 
]6.27 knots at 112 rovolutious of the 
screws. This is .27 more than the con- 
tract speed of the vessel calls for, and 
that the Iowa is capable of better than 
this was shown when she was occasion- 
ally spurted up around the. 17-knot 
notch. The result of the trip was in 
every way satisfactory to Edwin S. 
Cramp, who had it in charg-e for tho 
builders. 


Battleship Texas Inquiry. 


New York, Nov. 14.—The court ol 


inquiry to investigate and determine 
the responsibility for the recent acci- 
dent to the battleship Texas is contin- 
uing its labors at the navy yard to-day 
behind closed doors. 
It is said at the 


navy yard that the court will be in 
session probably for a week. Its find- 
ings will be -forwarded to Washington 
and the result made known by the 
navy department. 


(Saratoga Monument Repaired* 


Saragota, N. Y., Nov. 13.—The re- 


pairs to the Saratoga monument at 
Schuylerville, commemorative of tbo 
Battle of Saratoga and the surrenuer 
of Burgoyiie, are now completed. The 
$5,000 appropriated by the last legisla- 
ture has been expended in taking down 
the top, which was struck by lightning, 
and rebuilding it and in grading- the 
grounds. The monument is now two 
feet higher than before. 


Silk Hilll To Start Up.

Brothers' silk mills will begin run- 
ning1 full time Monday. The mills em- 
ploy 400 hands when running full ca- 
pacity. The mills have run from thir- 
ty-two to forty-eight hours per week 
since 1893. The company started its 
mills at Belding, Mich., and North- 
ampton, Mass., last Monday on ful) 
time.

Episcopal church has selected Phila- 
delphia as the place for holding its 
meeting next year. The appropria- 
tion committee apportioned $-48,570 to 
Japan, a cut of 86,000 over last year, 
and £1,285 to Corea, which is about the 
same amount as was devoted to that 
mission last year. 


Valuable Cows Poisoned. 


Hanover, N. H., Nov. 13.—Thomas 


A. Hazen of Norwich, Vt., turned 
eighteen high grade cows into his field 
yesterday to feed. Several hours later 
fifteen of them were dead. About a 
month ago two of his herd died sud- 
denly and Thursday he lost three inoro.
